26. (Original) The kit of Claim 23, wherein said 3' terminal target-complementary 
sequence of said first primer is selected from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO:75, SEQ ID 
NO:76 and SEQ ID NO:77, and wherein said 3 f terminal target-complementary sequence of said 
second primer is selected from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO:60, SEQ ID NO:62, SEQ ID 
NO:63, SEQ ID NO:64, SEQ ID NO:65, SEQ ID NO:66, SEQ ID NO:67, SEQ ID NO:68, SEQ 
ID NO:69, SEQ ID NO:70 and SEQ ID NO:71 .
